of her favorite love song may reach hercareand tell 
her that Jacques Is thlnkmgof her. While he la play- 
ing this melody, the distant thunder of an approach- 
ing summer shower Is heard, bat, too ranch absorbed 
In his music or tho thoughts of her who Is Its Intpi- 
ratUm.be hears It not and continues to play. A 
louder rumble, however, recall* him to the present 
realities of life and the necessities of bis fleecy 
charge, and changing hia tune he gives his dogs the 
aignal to drive the flock under shelter. Hardly is 
this done when the rain begins to fall and the storm’s 
precursor, the wind, to hiss through the mountain 
pines, boon the storm breaks in all Its fury, the 
mountain torrents leap from rock to rock, the trees 
twist their arms as If (u agony and bend before the 
Storm King as if asking mercy at his hands. Their 
prayer is heard. The Storm King departs; the ann 
breaks through thw clouds; a million raindrops spar- 
kle like diamonds on each tree; the birds twitter to 
their mates In the branches; the young shepherd 
signals his flock to return to the pasture and resumes 
his song to his love In the distance, whllo the faint 
and fainter rumble of the thunder tells that thu storm 
Is now disappearing In the farnesa.
